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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  compiling  my  Twenty-Third  Annual  Report  I have 
followed  as  closely  as  possible  the  instructions  of  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

A.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

(1)  The  physical  features  and  ge?ieral  character  of  the  district 
are  unaltered,  viz. : — Moderately  elevated  (50  to  500  feet  above 
sea  level) ; undulating,  with  a good  deal  of  woodland  ; mainly 
agricultural  in  the  older  parts  ; soil,  chalk  in  considerable  part, 
and  clay — or  sand  and  gravel  over  clay — in  the  rest. 

(2)  The  Populatioji  of  the  district  at  the  Ce?isus  of  1911  was 
4,393,  and  I estimate  it  as  4,500  at  the  middle  of  1913. 

(3)  Social  conditions , including  the  chief  occupatio?is  of  the 
hihabitants.  Extreme  poverty  uncommon.  Ordinary  occupa- 
tions of  a Rural  District,  with  the  addition  of  work  in  the  London 
and  South-Western  Railway  Works  at  Eastleigh.  None  .specially 
injurious  to  health. 

The  Ratio  of  Paupers  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  very 
much  the  same  as  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1912,  viz.: — 
6 1 in-door  and  7 0 out-door. 

(Although  the  actual  figures  are  not  yet  available,  I am 
indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  J.  W.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Local  Govern- 
ment Inspector,  for  the  above  statement). 

Hospital  Treatme7it  is  largely  availed  of,  the  Hospitals  at 
Winchester  and  Southampton  being  conveniently  near,  and  most 
useful  in  the  case  of  those  who  are  unable  to  provide  skilled 
surgical  assistance  and  nursing  when  required.  I have  no 
information  as  to  occupations  ancl  overcrowdmg  in  connection  with 
the  Census  returns 

B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  During  the  year  new  water  supplies  were 
laid  on  in  14  instances  One  sample  analysed  at  the  County 
Laboratory  was  pronounced  satisfactory.  I trust  the  Council 
will  sanction  analyses  more  frequently,  a reduced  fee  of  10/6 
being  charged  for  each.

The  Hursley  Estate  has  a wTater  supply  for  the  greater  part 
of  Hursley  and  Farley  Chamberlayne.  This  is  constant, 
sufficient,  and,  I believe,  wholesome,  and  is  from  a deep  well  in 
the  chalk. 

The  greater  part  of  Chandler’s  Ford  and  Otterbourne,  and 
part  of  Baddesley,  are  supplied  by  the  South  Hants  Water  Com- 
pany’s mains,  and  this  water  is  also  constant,  sufficient,  and 
wholesome. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  dependent  on  wells,  many 
of  them  shallow,  and  I should  like  to  see  most  of  these  replaced 
by  a suitable  supply. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  There  is  some  pollution  of  the  stream 
at  Chandler’s  Ford,  both  from  cottages,  and  from  the  ditch  which 
runs  by  the  side  of  Park  Road,  and  which  conveys  the  waste 
water  from  the  Snowball  Eaundry.  It  has  so  far  not  been  con- 
sidered advisable  to  take  any  further  legal  steps  as  to  this. 
Waste  water  from  many  of  the  cottages  at  Allbrook  enters  the 
stream,  but  there  has  been  no  complaint  of  nuisance  during  the 
year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  As  the  result  of  the  Inquiry  held 
by  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  parish  of 
Chandler’s  Ford  is  to  be  provided  with  a system  of  sewerage. 

In  all  the  other  villages  for  the  most  part  each  house  deals 
with  its  own  drainage.  In  Hursley  some  waste  water  finds  its 
way  into  the  surface  water  drain,  and  at  Allbrook  the  waste 
water  from  many  of  the  cottages  on  one  side  of  the  road  finds  its 
way  into  the  stream.  A proposal  for  sewering  the  village  of 
Allbrook  was  met  by  opposition  of  the  ratepayers,  and  was 
abandoned  in  the  absence  of  nuisance. 

The  Drahiage  of  New  Buildmgs  is  carried  out  under  the  Bye- 
Laws,  and  the  drains  tested  with  smoke  before  being  passed  by 
the  Inspector.  We  are,  however,  in  a difficulty  with  regard  to 
the  drainage  of  existhig  buildings.  Although  Bye-Laws  for  these 
drains  were  passed  by  the  Council,  apparently  in  1911,1  am 
unable  to  ascertain  if  they  are  in  force,  and  in  their  absence  it  is 
only  possible  to  deal  with  such  drains  when  they  become  a 
nuisance.  According  to  the  Inspector’s  summary  there  were  29 
inspections  of  house  drains , and  defects  were  found  in  15 
instances  ; these  have  since  been  put  right.  The  co?n??ion  defects 
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were  bad  gradients ; defective  connections  between  fittings  and 
drains  ; pipes  broken  to  get  access  to  the  drain  (in  the  absence 
of  means  of  inspection);  obsolete  traps  and  fittings;  cesspits 
improperly  covered  and  not  ventilated. 

From  time  to  time  application  is  made  by  the  owners  of 
private  houses  to  have  their  drains  tested,  and  this  is  done  on 
payment  of  a sum  to  cover  the  expense  incurred. 

Sewage  Disposal  The  liquid  contents  of  cesspits  are  usually 
pumped  on  to  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

In  the  case  of  a row  of  nine  cottages  at  Chandler’s  Ford  the 
combined  drains  discharge  into  a cesspit  in  a neighbouring  field, 
over  which  the  liquid  is  distributed. 

Closet  Accommodation.  In  the  newer  parts  of  the  district 
water  closets  are  frequently  found ; in  the  older  portions  pail 
closets  or  vault  privies.  (The  latter  are  being  gradually  done 
away  with,  and  no  new  ones  are  allowed  : 14  were  converted  into 
pail  closets  during  the  year).

no  public  scavenging.  House-refuse 

is  generally  thrown  in  a heap  at  the  foot  of  the  garden,  and  if 
covered  with  earth  from  time  to  time  as  required,  this  is  unob- 
jectionable ; but  the  practice  of  making  a hole  in  the  ground  into 
which  refuse  is  thrown,  and  water  collects,  is  very  likely  to 
cause  a nuisance. 

Ashbhis  are  uncommon  ; almost  unknown. 

The  contents  of  Privies  are  usually  dug  into  the  garden  or 
allotment. 

Cesspools  are  usually  pumped  on  the  surface  of  the  ground 
or  on  to  some  absorbent. 

Sanitary  Inspectio?is  of  District.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table 
V.  that  a very  large  number  of  inspections  have  been  carried  out 
and  a great  variety  of  matters  dealt  with  Some  of  these  were  : 
Stable  against  dwelling  and  under  same  roof;  nuisance  in  dirty 
state  of  farmyard  where  cows  kept  (repeated  visits);  the  same; 
dirty  slaughter  house;  dilapidated  cottages  ; defective  drainage; 
cowsheds  not  in  accordance  with  regulations  ; collection  of 
manure  close  to  cowshed ; existence  of  privy  pits  (several)  ; 
dampness  of  house. 
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These  have  all  been  either  remedied  or  an  undertaking  given 
to  remedy  them. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  coyitrolled  by  Bye-Laws 
or  Regulations.  We  have  no  common  lodging-houses,  no  cellar 
dwellings,  and  no  offensive  trades. 

Bye-Taws  under  Section  90,  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  to 
houses  let  in  lodgings  would  be  useful,  but  the  number  of  such 
houses  is  very  small. 

Regulations  for  underground  sleeping  rooms  are  not 
required. 

Schools.  Most  of  the  public  Elementary  Schools  have  been 
visited  by  myself,  mainly  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  or  alleged  cases  of  infectious  illness ; and  their 
sanitary  condition  is  also  the  subject  of  inspection. 

Ampfield  (Mixed)  School  was  closed  from  February  24th  to 
March  19th  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  measles. 

Otterbourne  (Girls  and  Infants)  School  was  closed  from 
March  14th  to  20th,  inclusive,  owing  to  prevalence  of  influenza 
cases. 

Although  the  power  to  close  schools  is  still  retained  by  the 
Council  or  any  two  members  thereof,  acting  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  M.O.H.,  as  a matter  of  convenience  our  schools  are 
now  usually  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  (the  County 
Medical  Officer),  acting  either  on  his  own  judgment  or  after 
consultation  with  the  local  M.O.H. 

Ampfield  School  was  visited  seven  times  in  connection  with 
a small  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever,  most  of  the  scholars  present 
being  inspected  and  absentees  followed  up.  Chandler’s  Ford 
(Infants)  School  was  visited  six  times  and  Otterbourne  several 
times. 

Ampfield  School  is  the  only  one  in  the  district  that  has  not 
a supply  of  water  laid  on,  there  being  no  public  supply  available. 
A well  in  an  adjoining  meadow  is  used. 

Hursley  and  Farley  Schools  are  supplied  from  the  Hursley 
Estate  ; Baddesley,  Chandler’s  Ford  (Mixed  and  Infants), 
Otterbourne  (Boys  and  Girls),  and  Allbrook  Schools  being 
supplied  from  the  South  Hauts  Water  Co.’s  mains. 

Food,  (a)  Milk  Supply.  About  100  visits  have  been  paid 
to  cowsheds  and  dairies.  In  the  case  of  one  farmyard  where 
cows  were  kept,  I personally  visited  it  nine  times,  once  in 
company  with  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  eventually  a great 
improvement  in  its  sanitary  condition  was  effected.  In  another 
instance,  where  the  cowsheds  are  old  and  primitive,  three  visits 
were  paid,  and  an  improvement  is  being  slowly  effected.  In  a 
third  case  a complaint  was  made  that  a dairy  was  in  such  a bad 
state  that  it  ought  to  be  condemned.  I visited  it,  and  on  another 
occasion  had  the  advantage  of  being  accompanied  by  Dr.  Eyster ; 
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he  agreed  with  me  that  there  were  no  sufficient  grounds  for 
condemning  it. 

Fewer  defects  have  been  found  than  formerly. 

The  new  Regulations  are  in  force,  and  a copy  has  been  sent 
to  each  registered  cowkeeper,  &c.,  of  whom  there  are  36,  in 
addition  to  nine  purveyors  of  milk,  making  in  all  45. 

No  action  has  been  taken  as  to  Tuberculous  Milk. 

Notice  was  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Police  of 
the  occurrence  of  Tuberculosis  in  two  cows.  In  the  one  case  the 
milk  was  not  being  used  for  human  consumption,  and  technically 
the  Vetinary  Inspector’s  report  was  that  there  were  not  sufficient 
grounds  for  notification.  In  the  other  case  the  cow  had  been 
killed,  and  its  carcase  removed  some  days  before  the  notice  was 
received  (it  had  been  sent  to  the  Clerk).  It  would  be  an 
advantage  if  the  notices  could  be  sent  direct  to  the  M O.H.,  so  as 
to  be  able  to  follow  up  the  way  in  which  the  carcase  is  dis- 
posed of. 

(b)  Other  Foods.  No  action  has  been  taken  or  called  for  in 
regard  to  other  foods.  There  is  no  inspection  of  such  foods,  or 
of  premises  where  foods  are  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  and 
found  fairly  clean.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  are : — One 
factory  bakehouse  and  four  workshop  bakehouses.  In  two 
instances  limewashing  was  lequired,  and  in  each  case  it  was 
done.  It  has  to  be  done  twice  yearly. 

There  was  no  Inspection  of  Meat,  and  no  case  of  disease  in 
meat  so  far  as  known. 

The  two  Slaughter  Houses  were  inspected,  and  one  which 
was  not  kept  sufficiently  clean  has  been  improved. 

No  action  was  taken  or  called  for  under  Section  117  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

No  carcases,  or  parts  of  carcases,  were  condemned  for 
tuberculosis. 


(c)  Sale  of  Food  a?id  Drugs  Act.  No  action  was  taken  under 

Housing. 
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General  Character  of  Defects  Want  of  repair  and  re-decorat- 
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ing;  dampness  of  walls  and  floors;  overcrowding  (two  cases); 
defective  drainage  ; unsanitary  closets. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  working  class  dwellings  as  the  result  of  action  under  the 
Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  in  connection  wflth 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  combined  with  the 
re-organisation  of  the  sanitary  administration  sanctioned  by  the 
Council.  I consider  the  above  Act  and  Regulations,  as  well  as 
the  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  December, 
1910,  have  been  of  great  help  in  improving  housing  conditions  in 
this  district. 

No  houses  were  reported  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

I am  still  of  opinion  that,  as  a general  rule,  housing  acconr 
modation  is  sufficient  in  most  of  the  villages,  although  more 
working  class  dwellings  would  be  an  advantage  as  offering  some 
choice  of  residence. 

Both  the  cases  of  overcrowding  that  came  under  notice  have 
been  abated. 

There  are  probably  still  a few  houses  in  the  district  which 
will  be  found,  on  inspection,  to  be  unfit  for  habitation,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  deal  with  them  shortly.  Otherwise  there  has  been  a 
steady  improvement  of  late  years,  55  houses  on  the  Hursley 
Estate  having  been  thoroughly  repaired  without  inspection. 

The  number  of  new  houses  erected  or  being  erected  for  the 
working  classes  are  : — Three  at  Hursley,  4 at  Otterbourne,  and  2 
at  Farley;  also  one  large  house  made  into  a private  dwelling 
and  working  class  cottage,  and  two  cottages  made  into  one,  both 
at  Hursley.  As  a general  rule  working  class  dwellings  are 
erected  as  the  need  arises. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  me  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  place 
of  the  three  cottages  reported  as  unfit  for  habitation  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  under  the  Housing 
Regulations  in  December,  1910,  and  afterwards  closed  by  order 
of  the  Council,  three  cottages  have  already  been  erected,  and  two 
more  are  to  follow.  This  is  an  instance  of  public  spirit  which  is 
worthy  of  imitation. 

There  is  adequate  supervision  over  the  construction  of  new 
houses  under  the  amended  Bye-Laws. 

C.  Sanitary  Administration  of  thf  District. 

(1)  The  Staff  consists  of  the  M.O.H.,  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  who  is  also  Surveyor,  and  an  office  lad,  who  also 
assists  the  Surveyor. 

Owing  to  the  same  officer  being  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and 
also  Surveyor,  and  acting  as  Inspecting  Officer  under  the  Housing 
Regulations,  the  number  of  houses  inspected  is  less  than  if  the 
Inspector  were  a separate  officer.  At  the  same  time  I feel 
strongly  that  it  is  more  important  to  inspect  a moderate  number 
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of  houses  and  get  the  necessary  improvements  carried  out,  as 
has  been  done  in  the  past  year,  than  to  inspect  a larger  number 
and  perhaps  fail  to  get  the  necessary  work  done.  Also,  in  a 
small  district  such  as  this,  it  is  impracticable  to  have  two  whole 
time  officers  for  the  posts  of  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  and  my 
recommendation  is  that  a Health  Visitor  be  appointed  to  act 
under  the  M.O.H.  and  as  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
thus  enable  much  useful  work  to  be  done  in  the  prevention  of 
infantile  morality,  in  the  following  up  of  school  cases,  and  in 
connection  with  cases  of  tuberculosis.  If  this  were  done  I 
anticipate  a considerable  grant  should  be  obtained  from  the 
County  Council.  I am  confident  that  the  Public  Health  work 
will  never  take  its  proper  place  in  this  District  until  it  is 
separated  from  the  other  (chiefly  highway)  business  with  which  it  is 
at  present  inextricably  mixed  up  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council. 
One  result  of  this  is  that  after  being  in  attendance  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  I (a  part  time  official)  have  either  to 
wait  while  details  of  highway  matters — metalling  of  roads,  &c. — 
are  settled,  or  else  leave  before  the  rest  of  the  Public  Health 
business  is  taken.  It  is  hardly  possible  to  imagine  a more  un- 
business-like arrangement. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Inspector  for  his 
assistance  during  the  year,  as  well  as  in  preparing  this  report. 

(2)  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Cases.  I regret  to 
have  to  state  that  this  provision  is  still  in  abeyance.  Acting  on 
the  instructions  of  the  Council  I attended  at  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  on  January  28th,  1913,  and  explained  the  scheme 
for  the  transference  of  a piece  of  ground  forming  part  of  the  12£ 
acres  attached  to  the  Workhouse  from  the  Guardians  to  the 
Rural  District  Council.  There  was  then  no  objection  from  the 
Poor  Law  Department  of  the  Board,  and  I have  reason  to  believe 
that  if  application  had  been  made  without  delay  the  necessary 
Order  would  have  been  made,  but,  unfortunately,  this  was 
opposed,  and  consequently  was  not  done.  When  the  area 
suggested  by  the  Board,  viz  , 1 J acres,  was  staked  out,  it  brought 
the  line  too  near  the  Workhouse  boundary  wall;  but  this  was 
not  the  case  with  one  acre,  which  is  the  area  I recommended 
should  be  applied  for.  (The  term  actually  used  in  the  applica- 
tion was  “ sufficient  ground,”  or  words  to  that  effect). 

The  Committee  met  again  in  June,  and  it  was  decided 
unanimously  to  recommend  making  temporary  provision  out  of 
current  rates,  provided  the  Board’s  Order  for  the  transfer  of  the 
ground  was  obtained.  When  this  recommendation  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  a motion  was  carried  that  it  should  lie  on 
the  table  for  six  months,  which,  I am  informed,  is  equivalent  to 
its  being  shelved.  At  the  time  of  writing  (March,  1914)  this 
scheme  has  been  revived,  and  application  for  the  transfer  of  the 
ground  has  at  last  been  made. 

(3)  There  are  no  Local  Acts  in  force.  The  Infectious 
Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  was  adopted  many  years  ago* 
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In  1910  the  Council  decided  to  apply  for  the  sanction  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  the  adoption  of  Parts  III.  and  IV.  Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  and  a year  later  for  the 
adoption  ot  such  provisions  of  Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  as  are  applicable  to  a Rural 
District,  but  I am  unable  to  say  if  they  are  in  force. 

(4)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  work  during  the  year.  Only 
64  throat  swabs  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  by  me  (there 
having  been  no  outbreak  of  diphtheria),  of  which  1 7 showed 
diphtheria  bacilli  present  and  47  absent.  These  referred  to  36 
persons,  9 of  whom  had  diphtheria  bacilli  and  27  had  not.  Of 
the  9,  five  were  regarded  as  cases  of  diphtheria  and  four  as 
carrier  cases.  One  case  was  once  positive  (that  is,  showed  th  e 
presence  of  diphtheria  bacilli,)  on  June  14th  and  negative  on 
the  16th;  another  case  was  positive  once  on  January  21st  and 
negative  on  January  27th  and  30th. 

Nine  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined,  and  in  two  cases 
the  tubercle  bacillus  was  present. 

One  sample  of  drinking  water  was  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory  and  pronounced  satisfactory.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  I should  have  authority  to  have  samples  of  water  analysed 
when  necessary  at  the  reduced  fee  of  10/6. 

D.  Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute  Infectious 

Diseases. 

There  were  thirteen  notifications  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889,  viz.,  5 of  diphtheria,  6 of  scarlet 
fever  (four  in  one  family),  and  2 of  erysipelas. 

Four  of  the  diphtheria  cases  were  in  Hursley,  and  there  was 
no  known  communication  between  them.  Two  occurred  in 
January,  nearly  two  miles  apart,  and  with  no  connection  so  far 
as  known  (one  of  these  was  in  the  same  house  in  which  there 
was  a case  on  December  31st,  1912),  one  in  October  and  one  in 
November.  There  was  only  one  of  these  four  that  would  have 
been  recognised  clinically  as  diphtheria,  and  that  case  was  some- 
what remarkable.  The  young  woman,  a domestic  servant,  had 
come  home  from  her  place  in  Sussex  owing  to  blood-poisoning. 
One  day  she  presented  herself  at  my  surgery  suffering  with  a 
sore  throat  of  four  days’  standing,  and  this  was  proved  to  be 
diphtheria.  She  was  injected  with  antitoxin,  and  quickly 
recovered  from  the  obvious  signs  of  diphtheria,  but  in  spite  of 
innumerable  applications  to  the  throat  the  bacteriological  find- 
ings remained  positive  up  to  the  end  of  January,  1914.  With 
the  sanction  of  the  Council  an  animal  inoculation  test  was  then 
carried  out,  which  proved  the  organisms  to  be  non- virulent,  and 
the  patient  was  released  from  her  solitary  confinement,  which 
had  lasted  nearly  four  months.  Swabs  were  taken  of  the  other 
persons  in  the  house,  some  of  whom  were  children,  with  negative 
results. 
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The  solitary  case  of  diphtheria  in  Chandler’s  Ford  was 
probably  imported,  as  there  was  no  other  case  at  the  time,  and 
the  patient  had  only  been  in  residence  a day  or  two.  She  was 
admitted  to  the  Southampton  Infectious  Hospital,  payment  being 
guaranteed  privately. 

All  the  scarlet  fever  cases  were  in  Ampfield  ; one  in  May, 
and  this  case  recovered  without  spreading.  The  next  case  was 
in  October,  and  the  child  was  in  the  stage  of  peeling  when  dis- 
covered. The  other  four  cases  (in  one  family)  were  notified  by 
a different  doctor  a few  days  later,  and  this  was  the  end  of  the 
outbreak,  although  I saw  a very  suspicious  case  of  illness,  the 
child  having  been  exposed  to  infection  from  the  boy  who  was 
peeling.  Close  observation  enabled  me  to  say  that  the  child  had 
not  the  characteristic  features  of  scarlet  fever.  I visited  the 
Schools  repeatedly  and  inspected  those  present,  and  also 
followed  up  cases  of  absentees,  but  fortunately  no  further  case 
was  discovered.  Fumigation  of  the  room,  bedding,  clothing,  &c., 
was  carried  out  after  each  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

The  two  cases  of  erysipelas  were  unimportant. 

No?i-noiifiable  hifectious  Cases.  Measles  prevalent  in 
Ampfield  early  in  the  year;  Schools  closed  by  School  Medical 
Officer  from  February  24th  to  March  19th. 

Cases  of  influenza  in  Otterbourne  in  March  accounted  for 
closure  of  the  School  from  March  14th  to  20th. 

Influenza  also  in  December.  Whooping  cough  cases  at  the 
end  of  April,  and  a few  cases  of  chicken  pox  in  July. 

School  intimations  of  disease  are  always  investigated  by  me. 

E.— -Tuberculosis. 

There  were  fourteen  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the 
year,  eight  being  cases  of  pulmonary  disease  and  six  affecting 
other  parts  of  the  body.  One  case  was  in  Bord  Mayor  Treloar’s 
Cripples’  Home  at  Alton  at  the  time,  but  in  the  other  thirteen 
I personally  visited  the  house,  and  gave  advice  where  needed 
and  supplied  literature.  Practically  all  the  cases  were  re-visited, 
some  repeatedly.  Inquiries  were  also  made  as  to  the  health  of 
other  members  of  the  family,  and  where  there  was  any  reason  to 
suspect  illness  the  case  was  examined,  but  no  case  was 
discovered  in  this  way  during  the  year,  except  that  of  a baby 
whose  father  died  of  consumption  ; the  fate  of  this  baby  I have 
been  unable  to  trace,  as  the  family  left  the  district ; it  was 
treated  for  some  time  in  Winchester  Hospital.  Of  the  pulmonary 
cases  notified  during  the  year,  five  died,  and  of  the  noil- 
pulmonary,  two  died— one  of  these  developing  tubercular 
meningitis  In  October,  1912,  I reported  that  a case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  been  notified—  a child  of  six  at 
Allbrook  She  was  sent  to  Oak^hott  Hanger  for  six  or  eight 
months  at  the  expense  of  the  Council  and  recovered. 
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F.  Investigation  oe  Other  Diseases. 

The  number  of  primary  public  vaccinations  performed  by 
me  was  58,  and  the  number  of  legal  exemptions  obtained  last 
year  was  thirty-five — which  discloses  a very  serious  state  of 
things.  Syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  appear  to  me  not  to  be  very 
prevalent  locally.  So  far,  no  facilities  are  provided  for  modern 
methods  of  diagnosis — chemical  or  bacteriological. 

G.  Means  eor  Preventing  Mortality  in  Chirdbirth 

and  Infancy. 

The  Midwives’  Act,  1902,  is  administered  in  this  district  by 
the  County  Council,  which  is  the  local  supervising  authority,  the 
inspection  being  carried  out — by  arrangement  with  the  County 
Council — by  the  Hampshire  Nursing  Association. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted, 
and  unless  a Health  Visitor  be  appointed,  or  some  other  method 
of  carrying  out  its  provisions  be  adopted,  sanction  would 
probably  be  withheld.  Individual  effort  is  all  that  remains  at 
present  for  the  prevention  of  Infantile  Mortality. 

It  is  a subject  for  gratification  that  the  Infantile  Mortality 
for  last  year  is  only  58-82  per  1000  births  (1912,  127-9).  The  rate 
for  the  county  in  1912  was  69,  or,  in  the  rural  districts,  65. 

No  organised  steps  have  been  taken  as  regards  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  but  this  contagious  and  dangerous  affection  will  be 
notifiable  from  April  1st,  1914. 

H.  Vitae  Statistics. 

There  were  58  deaths  registered  In  the  District,  three  of 
these  not  belonging  to  it;  but  there  were  no  less  than  twelve 
deaths  occurring  outside  the  District,  but  transferred  to  it  by  the 
Registrar-General.  This  gives  the  nett  deaths  as  67— 37  males 
and  30  females.  Six  of  these  were  under  one  year,  and  35  (more 
than  half  the  total  number  of  deaths)  were  65  years  of  age  or 
over  (the  united  ages  of  the  latter  amounting  to  2704  years,  or  an 
average  of  77*25  years).  Estimating  the  population  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  as  4,500,  the  uncorrected  death-rate  is  12  88  per  1000 
of  the  population  ; nett  death-rate,  14-88.  (In  1912  the  uncor- 
rected death-rate  was  12-29  ; nett  death-rate,  12-74). 

The  deaths  were  distributed  as  follows: — Hursley,  16; 
Ampfield,  4;  Baddesley,  4;  Chandler’s  Ford,  26;  Otterbourne, 
15  ; Farley,  2.  Six  deaths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  and  have 
been  allotted  to  their  respective  parishes. 

The  principal  Causes  of  Death  are  shown  in  Table  III.  The 
most  noteworthy  are  : — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  9 ; Tuberculosis 
of  other  parts  of  body,  2 ; Cancer,  6 ; and  Heart  Disease,  6.  Two 
deaths  are  primarily  ascribed  to  Influenza. 

Of  the  fatal  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  two  males, 
aged  41  and  61,  belonged  to  Hursley;  one  male,  aged  39,  lived  at 
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Ampfield;  one  female,  aged  37,  at  Baddesley ; three  males,  aged 
27,  28,  and  29,  and  two  females,  aged  29  and  47,  belonged  to 
Chandler’s  Ford;  one  female,  aged  15,  at  Otterbourne.  One 
male,  aged  61,  died  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis  at  Otterbourne; 
and  one  male,  from  Farley,  aged  27,  of  Tuberculous  Peritonitis 
in  Winchester  Hospital, 

Of  the  deaths  from  Cancer  one  male,  aged  65,  and  one 
female,  aged  62,  belonged  to  Hursley  ; one  male,  aged  65,  and 
three  females,  aged  49,  74,  and  82,  belonged  to  Chandlers  Ford. 
It  is  therefore  a disease  of  older  life  than  Tuberculosis. 

Three  inquests  were  held — a child,  aged  two,  at  Chandlers 
Ford,  fell  down  a wrell  and  was  drowned  ; a female,  aged  67,  at 
Otterbourne,  died  from  the  effects  of  a fracture  about  the  ankle  ; 
and  one  man,  aged  40,  from  Allbrook,  died  in  the  Workhouse 
from  laceration  of  the  brain  and  haemorrhage. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  during  the  year  by  a Focal  Government 
Board  Inspector  as  to  the  need  for  drainage  of  Chandler’s  Ford. 

Summary. 

Provision  of 
accommodation  for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

I?nproveme7iis  durhig  the  year , Repairs  and  other  improve- 
ments to  houses  as  the  result  of  inspection,  &c.,  under  the 
Regulations  of  1910  ; also  on  the  Hursley  and  Ampfield  estates 
without  such  inspection.  Drainage  of  several  houses  tested  and 
put  in  order.  Sewerage  of  Chandler’s  Ford  decided  on,  as  the 
result  of  pressure  by  the  Focal  Government  Board. 

Improvements  7ieeded.  Isolation  Hospital.  Employment  of 
Health  Visitor  and  increased  clerical  assistance  for  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Bye-Faws  as  to  drainage  of  existing  buildings 
and  as  to  houses  let  in  lodgings.  Improvements  in  water  supply 
at  Ampfield  and  Baddesley,  and  other  parts  of  the  district  at 
present  dependent  on  shallow  wells  Assistance  of  Veterinary 
Surgeon  in  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle.
